NIPPED IN BUD HERE

Branch of Old Colony Co. Had
Not Started to Take in
Cash, Wynne Says

INVESTIGATION IS MADE

If the operations of “*Morgan, Miles,
& Co.' hnd not been checked resterday,
according ta Major Wynne, ehief of the
eounty detective fares, he in convineed
“barrels of moner’ would have been
taken from investors here by the con-
rern,

“Morgan, Milea & Co."* of 140 South
Broad street, are reputed to he loeal
ngents of the Old Colany Foreign Fx-
change Co.. officers of which have heen
arrested at Boston,

Agents in charge of this local branch
wore Max Morgan Ssaman, twenty-
three xeark old, and Joseph H. Sea-
man, twenty-four years old, hrothers.
Al. I". Arkingon, a golicitor of the com-
pany, and the Seaman brothers, while
not arrested by Major Wynne's men,
are being held under surveillance here
until the Roston police send word con-
eerning  activitien of the OMd Colony
Foreign Exchange Co. in that city.

“1 nm entisfied this scheme was based
on P'anzi's idea.”' Major Wynne said.
“These men evidently wanted to benefit
by the publicity given Ponzi. We have
not learned yet whether anybody was
bitten by the scheme, but we expect de-
velopments Iater in the day. Npo doubt
the thing would have spread like wild-
